At 10:80 on tho 17h inst. lag glaco wan,

Brigades arrived the whole top had osught, ard 
it’ war some time before the flamas ‘could be 
eouched ‘owing to the height of their hold, which 
could: nob have been Jess than 60 feat. A 
. Yery strong. southerly wind sweeping over 
the buildings drove ‘the tongues of flnmo 
to a great distance, and most sorloualy incou- 
.Vonionced the firemen ‘at their work.’ ‘The 
fife, carried on both-by the combastible material 
in plenty and, thy wind, caught the second Alcor, 
and despite tho most strennous exertions obtain- 
od afirm hold, complotely demolishing ovorything 
+ inflannhableon that level. By this timo thora woto 
ton hoies playing, but thera was no possibility of 
-ataying the furious conflagration, and the Hirst 
floor soon prosonted the appearance of a fiery 
fornaco. When thia floor caught, the: sight, 
ns viewed from the Praya, was a magnificent ono! 
the enormons shoots of flame ehooting out from 
all sides of tho. well built brick strneture, nnd. 
lighting up a very wide aren as if it were dny: 
whilo millions of sparks wore carried by the wind 
into the harbour, whoro thoy fell witha hiss and 
were oxtinguizhad, Amid ‘this. too,” soafolding 
poles continued to fall like fire brands at tho 
foet ‘of the. brigades, and sometimes wera’ even 
shot by somie noseon force right on to the heads 
of the largo crowds of ‘onlookars.
